Mead's army was composed of the most 
conventional levie — Sherman's of the most 
individual. The army of the East was 
composed of citizens— that of the West of 
pioneers. A gentleman, so-called, would 
have preferred the display of Meade. His 
men had more readable faces, better char- 
acterization, and were less wild and outre 
in their expression. A pioneer would have 
most applauded the review of Sherman, be- 
cause his men were hardier, knottier and 
wierder. Meade represented the army of 
I he Fast, l>eing a graceful and accomplished 
commander. Logan, and not Sherman, 
the West's representative soldier. The 
army of the West marched, as a rule, bet- 
ter than the East, if rigid mathematical 
time-keeping is the tea* of good training. 
Its constituents were, in physiognomy, just 
i lie men for dashing adventures, prolonged 
advances, and reckless lighting; but 
Mead's men bore the impress of intelligent 
patience like that which sat before Rich- 
mond for four defeated years, and in the 
end had the pluck to pass over the bastions 
of Petersburg. The officers of Sherman 
were leas punctilious in externals than those 
ol Meade. Mis stall-oilicers were not so 
neatly garbed, his line-officers were more 
I'iditferent to their wardrobe. The West 
was the best army for a republic, the Fast 
lor a standing army, and New York troops, 
generally speaking, were the best Meade 
had to show. Illinois troops, casually, re- 
marked, were the llowcr of Snerman's vet- 
rans. The absence of cavalry, which 
would ha-e quit* embarrassed Sherman, so 
■ ar as the spirit of his entertainment went, 
was made up by series of contrabands, and 
many odd concomitants in the shape of 
mules, fowls and dogs, wbic.h the soldiers 
(••ok along. Sherman had less artillery 
than Meade. The battle-flags of both were 
equally riddled. Harmony prevailed 
among the partisans of both armies. The 
c nintry was proud of them. Their deeds 
arealike; their lames are equal; their re- 
views were the most wonderful panorama 
la American history.

Nothing like it is to be 
seen in anv European citv. The Hoffman 
House, the* Everett, the New York Hotel 
and some others, have adopted what is 
called tbe European plan. The main point 
of difference is in the restaurant pr.nciple, 
where the traveler can order his meal.-, al 
hours and times to suit himself, and can 
regulate tbeexpense according to his wishes, 
The new plan has its advantages. It is, 
however, to be remarked, that, in adopting 
this plan, the prices of the plates at the res 
taurant table must not l>e too high. This 
has been the trouble with the European 
plan, as sometimes trie*! before in this cx.uu 
try. If the lowest rate at which a plain 
substantial meal can be procured in one of 
the houses on tbe new style, be actually ai 
high as tbe full charge for dinner at tin 
hotels on tbe old plan, then it is quite plait 
that travelers will prefer the old style. 

Tbe expenses of living, and living well 
ought not to l>e higher in America than it 
Eur >pe, in ordinary times.

of American dishes at some restaurants are 
extravagantly higher than the prices at 
first-class restaurants on the continent in 
Europe.

If we eat them in their natural 
state — fresh, ripe, perfect — it is almost im- 
oossinle to eat too niaiiv — to eat enough to 
hurt us— especially if we eat them alone, 
not taking any liquid with them whatever.

Baths. 

There is one element of civilization in 
winch our country is far behind the rest of 
the world, and that is in facilities for bath- 
ing. In none of our cities are there public 
batbu at all commensurate with tbe needs 
of the inhabitants. There is danger that, 
unless thisv»«nt be speedily supplied, we 
shall obtain the .^enviable reputation of 
being the dirtiest nation in Christendom. 
We are not only lamentably below our 00- 
teuiporari* s in this respect, but « V en the 
ancients excelled us. In Greece, bathing 
houses were attached to the schools, and 
immense public baths were to be found in 
all the chief c'ties. The immense thermit- 
of Rome, the ruins of which still astonish 
the traveler, are well known. Pompeii was 
a small provincial town of not half the im- 
portance to the Roman Empire that Louis- 
ville is to the United States, and yet the re- 
mains of one of her public bathing estab- 
lishments cover an area of ten thou-and 
square feet. 

But this was nothing to tbe magnificent 
edifices used for the purpose of bathing in 
the imperial capital itself. The baths of 
Caracalla were fifteen hundred feet in 
length by twelve hundred and fifty in 
width. La tbe baths of Diocletian theswim- 
ming basin was two hundred feet long and 
one hundred feet broad. In all the cities 
and towns of England and the continent, 
bathing establishments exist, where baths 
can be obtained at prices which bring tbem 
within the reach of the poorer classes. 
Even the semi- population of Asia rejoice 
in their public ba»hs, the splendor of which 
puts to shame tbe more euligbtened com- 
munities of the earth. 

It is not necessary in this place to dwell 
upon the hygienic advantages of bathing. 
Iu our hot summers it is absolutely neces- 
sary to the maintenance of health, and at 
any season of the year it is calculated to 
strengthen the physical functions. If every 
town had its public baths, frequented by 
ihe mass of the people, we should soon be- 
come a hardier race than we. are. Nor is it 
necessary to dwell upon the pleasures of 
the bath. The delightful sensations, the 
exquisite softness of the skin, the renewed 
vitality of the frame, the keen feelings of 
animal vivacity which follow immersion in 
water are known to every one. Our streams 
which, unlike those of tbe Old World, are 
easily accessible, fulfill to some extent the 
wants of the public during the warm sea- 
son of the year. But in winter there is ab- 
solutely no place where all the people can, 
at a cheap rate, indulge in what ought to be 
considered one of the absolute necessities 
of existence. 

The consequence is, that in our latitude 
the great mass of the community— em- 
: -racing all those who do not have private 
baths in their houses — content themselves 
by remaining dirty. For the baud-basin, 
however freely its contents may be used, 
can never answer the purposes of immer- 
sion. In our crowded assemblages, such 
aa a political mass meeting, for instance, 
foreigners easily detect that noisome elllu 
via which arises from "the great uu

Certain it is, I have 
known slaves to impoverish instead of en- 
rich their owners. < )ur slaves for 1848 were 
valued at $ou,82u,378. Interest thereon *3,- 
• i4"),^ \*>r annum. The census of 1840 
riktM V>,77t> male slaves between leu and 
fii;y-live. There are not many more now. 
How many are disabled we cannot tell. 
But if every one were hired bv the vear, 
each must bring jo . 3."> aud a 'fraction to 
pay the interest. They would not bring it; 
for, besides those altogether worthless, 
there are boys between ten and seventeen, 
and old men between fifty and fifty-five, 
numbering 17,813. who would bring but lit- 
tle. Slave females capable of laboring can 
not more than support themselves and 
those of both sexes unable to labor. These 
facts show that our slaves do not, by their 
labor, pay legal interest on their value. I 
leave every one to make his own figures 
with a view to ascertain how much free la- 
bor would be annually procured with $3,- 
645,222, if we had no slaves."

The first brigade, first division, fifteenth 
army corps, commanded by Brigadier Gen- 
eral William B. Woods, late colonel seven- 
ty-sixth Ohio veteran infantry, was first or- 
ganized about the 15th of August, 1863, at 
•'amp Sherman, Miss., and was composed 
of the following regiments: seventy-sixth 
Ohio infantry, thirteenth regiment Illinois 
infantry, third, twelfth aud seventeenth 
Missouri infantry, twenth-nfih aud thirly- 
lirst Iowa infantry, and was commanded by 
Brigadier Geueral Charles R. Woods. 

This brigade, since its organization, has 
participated in the following engagements, 
viz: B.tttles of Lookout Mountain, Mission 
Ridge and Ringgold, Resacca, Dallas, Ken- 
esaw Mountain, seige of Atlanta, including 
the battles of the and 1Mb of July, bat- 
tle of Jonesboro and Griswoldville, seige of 
Savannah aud battle of Benton ville, North 
Carolina. 

This brigade was coininanded by Colonel 
Milo Smith, twenty-sixth Iowa infantry, 
from August 23d, 1804, to January, 'Sid, lsoj, 
when iu* present commander joined it. 

This brigade at present is composed of the 
following regiments: Fourth Minnesota 
v. ieran infantry, seventy-sixth Ohio veter- 
an infantry, ninth Iowa veteran infantry, 
thirty-first Iowa infantry, ninety-third Illi- 
nois infantry and the consolidated battal- 
ions of the thirty-first and thirty-second 
Missouri infantry.

This regiment was raised by Colonel Wm. 
Vandever, member of Congress from Iowa, 
and organized at Dubuque on the 24th day 
Wt September, ls<il. The original held 
< .Hirers were Col. Win. Vandever, since ap- 
pointed Brigadier Geueral, and now com- 
manding in the fourteenth army corps; 
Lieutenant Colonel Frank J. Herron, now 
Major General of volunteers, commanding 
the thirteenth army corps in Texas; and 
Major Wm. H. Coyl, since promoted to 
Lieutenant Colonel of the regiment. Im- 
mediately after its organization the regi- 
ment was ordered to Si. I»uis, thence to

Military Execution.— There were but 
few persons admitted to the enclosure of the 
military prison yesferday afternoon to wit- 
ness the execution. It was announced that 
Marshal I'. Stewart would be hung with 
Johu Lewis, but Moi.'day morning a tele- 
graphic dispatch was received from the 
President respiting Stewart for ten days. 
John Lewis was tried before a general 
court martial in this city on the following 
charge and specification: 

Charge — Murder. 

Specification— 1 n this that he, John Lewis, 
private, Co. E, 13th Regiment U. 8. C. V. 
H. A., did on or about the 14th day of May, 
1865, at or near Shelbyville, Ky., wilfully, 
febniously, and with malice aforethought, 
kill and murder one Thomas McGratb, a 
peaceable citizen of said town and State, by 
shooting him, the said Thomas McGratb, 
with a gun, from the effects of which shoot- 
ing he, the said McGratb, died. 

To which charge and specification the ac- 
cused pleaded "not guilty." 

The Court, after keai*ing the evidence, 
found John Lewis guilty of the charge an i 
specification, and sentenced him to 
be hung by the neck until dead, at such 
time and place as the commanding genera! 
might direct. 

The proceedidgs of the court were a* - 
proved, and yesterday set apart for carry- 
ing into effect the sentence. 

The prisoner received spiritual consols - 
tiou from Chaplain Green, of the barracks, 
who has constantly attended him since he 
baaasawS aware of the fate that awaited him 
He professed religion, and seemed prepared 
to travel through the dark valley of tin- 
shadow of dead. His family— a w ife and 
two children — wen; with him during Mon- 
day, and parted with him for the last tin. - 
Monday afternoon. 

As the time approached for the execution, 
guards were stationed ou the feuces enclos- 
ing the prison yard, aud a hollow bqosnj 
formed around the scaffold. At ten min- 
utes before 4 o'clock the prisoner appeared, 
ae ompanied by Chaplain Green aud Capt. 
G. W. Swope, and assistants. He wore ■ 
look of calm resignation, and walked with- 
out support. During his incarceration lie 
lost in Uesh, and did not appear as healthy 
as when on trial. He paused at the foot ol 
the scaffold and had his arms pinioned, and 
then unfalteringly ascended the steus. On 
reaching the platform he kneeled down, 
and Chaplain Oreen offered a fervent pray - 
er for thu welfare of his soul. Capt. SwojV> 
then read the proceedings of the court, t •> 
which tb.e prisoner listened attentively. On 
being as ked if he had any thing to say, he 
respond" m! iu a low voice: 

"I am prepared to die. I have placed my 
trust in jod. I have l>een a very great sin- 
ner, but God Las forgiven me thiOiigti 
Jesus Christ. Go down and tell my wite 
to bring up her children to meet me in 
Heaven, and not be guilty of such a dread- 
ful sin as the one I have been guilty of. I 
am ready togo. The Lord will siye me." 

He then prayed for two or three minutes, 
but could not be understood. After he had 
concluded his prayer, he stepped upon Ul- 
tra p, where iiis legs were bouud and the 
white caj) drawn over his face. At a sig- 
nal from C: pt. Swope the trap was sprung 
and the ► pirit of John Lewis tied from 
earth to appear before the Great Judge. 
He died in about three minutes without a 
struggle. John Lewis was about twenty- 
five years of age, of black complexion, 
with a d owucast look. He was about live 
feet higl.; andjweighed perhaps one hundred 
and sixty pounds. He confessed to the 
chaplain that he had done wrong; but kill- 
ed Mew rath through fear. He stated that 
he apprehended tb.it he would be lynched 
and shot McGratb after ho (McGratb) had 
turned to leave him.

\\ ash inoton, June 13.— Proclamation by 
tbe President of the United States of Amer- 
ica: Whereas, the 4th section of the 4th ar- 
ticle of the Constitution of tbe United 
States declares that the United States shall 
guarantee to every State in the Uuiou a re- 
publican form of government and shall 
protect and defend each of them against in- 
vasion and domestic violence; and when as 
the President of the United States is, by 
the Constitution, made Commander in- 
Chief of Ms Army and Navy, as well as 
Chief Civil and "Executive Officer of tbe 
United Stales, aud is lx>und, by solemn 
oath, faithfully to execute the office of Pres- 
ident of the United States, to take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed; and where-

obedience to the high and solemn duties 
imposed ou me by the Constitution of 
the United States, for the purpose of 
enabling the loyal ]>eople of said State 
to organize and erect a State government, 
whereby justice may be established, domes- 
tic tranquility restored, and loyal citizens 
protected in all their rights, of life and lib- 
erty, aud property. 

I, Andrew Johnson, President of the 
United States, and Commander-in-Chief ol 
the army aud navy of the United States, do 
hereby appoint Wm. L. Sharkey, of Missis- 
sippi, Provisional < Governor of the State of 
Mississippi, whose duty it shall be at the 
earliest practicable period to prescribe such 
rules, Ac, as may be necessary and proper 
for convening a Convention of delegates, to 
be chosen by that portion of tbe people of 
said State, who are loyal to the United 
States, aud no others, for the purpose of al- 
tering and amending the Constitution there- ) 
of, and with authority to exercise, within ! 
the limits of said State, all tbe powers ne- I 
cessary and proper to enable the loyal peo 
pig of the State of Mississippi to restore said I 
State to its Constitutional relations to the 
Federal Government, and to present such 
republican form of State Government as 
will enable the State to guarantee the Unit- 
ed States, therefore, aud its people to pro- 
tection by the United States, against inva- 
sion and domestic violence; provided, that 
in any election that may lie held hereatt.-i , 
for choosing delegates to any State Conven- 
tion as aforesaid. 

No person shall be qualified as an elector 
orshall be eligible as a member of such con- 
vention unless he shall have previously 
takeu and subscribed to the oath of amnes- 
ty as set forth in the President's proclama- 
tion of May '24, and is a voter, qualified as 
prescribed by tbe constitution and laws of

Proclamation by the President. 

Washington, June II.— Whereas, by my 
proclamation Of the 2tah of April, 1888^ ■ . 
restrictions u|mju internal domestic an I 
commercial intercourse with certain excep 
tions thereiu specified and set forth were re- 
moved in such parts of States of Tennes- 
see, Yirginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, M i-^ s 
sippi, and so much of Louisiana ,i- ms • 
of the Mississippi river as shall be embraced 
within the lines of the national militarv oo- 
cupation; aud 

Whereas, by my proclamation of the 22d 
of May, 1805, for reasons staled it was dw- 
dared that certain ports of the United 
States which had been previously otOM I 
against foreign commerce, should, with 
certain specified exceptions, be opened to 
such commerce on and after the 1st day . 
July, subject to the laws of the Unite I 
Stales and in MMMI of such regula- 
tions as might be prescribed by the Seer, t < 
ry of the Treasury; and 

Wheres. I am sa lsfactorily informed Hi m 
dangerous combinations against the fowa 
of tbe United States uo longer exist within 
the State of Tennessee; that the insum -
